EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as foUows: 

In the Claims: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-41 and 47 
directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. 

Accordingly, claims 1-41 and 47 have been cancelled. 

46. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 44, wherein the metaHo-P- 
lactamase comprises B. cereus 5/B/ 6 metaUo-P-lactamase. 

Examiner's Comment 

Claim 46 has been amended to depend from claim 44 which is the only claim that provides 
the antecedent basis for the limitation, "the metallo-P-lactamase." 

Applicants' Representative was contacted and notified of this change in a telephonic call to 
Ms. T. Ling Chwang on May 27, 2008. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

WhHe Stjernschantz et al. (WO 99/02165, pubHshed January 21, 1999, of record) disclose a 
nucleic acid sequence which is a 20-mer that has all of the 10-mer sequence of the claimed SEQ ID 
Number 5, Applicants' argument found on page 10 of the Response received on April 21, 2008, 
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Art Unit: 1637 

which states that, "the current claims recite SeqID#5, which is a single-stranded DNA 10-mer, 
having unattached nucleotide ends at both the 5' and 3' ends. . . cytosine at position 1 is not 
bonded to another nucleotide on the 5' end and the guanine at position 10 is not bonded to 

anothernucleotide at the 3' end ." effectively limits the claimed nucleic acid ligand to only SEP 
ID Number 5, and no structures which comprises SEQ ID Number 5 (i.e., having additional 
sequences to their ends, such as that which is disclosed by Stjernschantz et al.). 

Since the invention disclosed by Stjernschantz et al. was not directed to inhibition of 
metallo-beta-lactamases or lactamases in general (but rather directed toward totally unrelated field of 
endeavor), one of ordinary skiU in the art would not have been led to derive a shorter sequence so as 
to arrive at the instantly claimed nucleic acid Hgand consisting of SEQ ID Number 5.
